You 
need to learn about what to look for and know how to 
differentiate genuine specimens from counterfeits. —

September presentation 

Spanish colonial coins are the grandfathers of U.S. 
Bust coinage. Coin World columnist and Cincinnati 
coin dealer Bradley Karoleff said in an entertaining 
presentation titled Where the Hell did we get all that 
Silver to Mint Bust Coins? 

To get the metal used to mint Bust coins, the U.S. 
Mint melted Spanish colonial coins struck from silver 
mined in Mexico and South America. There were no 
silver mines in the eastern U.S., Karoleff said. “The 
only way we were getting silver was to get it from 
somewhere else.” 

Spanish conquerers mined silver across the conti¬ 
nent, enslaving Aztec and Inca to wrest the metal from 
the ground. 

Cerro Rico mountain at Potosi, Bolivia, was ex¬ 
tensively mined. “They’re afraid this thing’s going 
to collapse,” Karoleff said pointing to a picture of 
the mountain’s baren hillside. “They’ve got so many 
shafts down there.” 

In the early 1800s banks, especially the Bank of the 
United States, took Spanish colonial coins, including 
the eight reales - the first coin in the Red Book - to the 
Philadelphia Mint to be melted and recoined into U.S. 
coins. 

“The next time you pick up a Bust coin, you may 
hear the cry of the Aztec or the Inca,” Karoleff said.
